4. The objects of the hospital improve- 
ment district shall be the provision of hos- 
pital and ambulance services and all 
things incidental thereto and, without lim- 
iting the generality of the foregoing, to 
include the acquisition, ownership, main- 
tenance, and operation of a hospital and 
the acquisition and ownership of land for 
hospital purposes. 

5. There shall be five Trustees of the 
improvement district. 

6. The Trustees of the hospital im- 
provement district, including a person 
appointed under section 5 of the “Hos- 
pital Act,” shall be the board of manage- 
ment pursuant to the “Hospital Act.” 

7. All subsequent elections of Trustees 
shall be held at the annual general meet- 
ings of the improvement district, and it 
shall be the duty of the Trustees to call 
a general meeting to be held between 
January Ist and May Ist in each year for 
the following purposes :— 

(a) To receive from the Trustees a re- 
port on the undertakings of the im- 
provement district for the preceding 
fiscal year and a statement of the 
financial condition of the improve- 
ment district prepared by the audi- 
tor: 

(b) To discuss with the Trustees any 
matter relating to the undertakings 
or finances of the improvement dis- 
trict: 

To elect a Trustee or Trustees to 
succeed those whose terms of office 
expire coincideft with the holding 
of such annual general meeting and 
to elect a Trustee or Trustees to fill 
any other vacancy or vacancies that 
has or have occurred or is or are 
about to occur among the Trustees. 


A special general meeting may be called 
by the Trustees at any time for the pur- 
pose of electing a Trustee or Trustees to 
fill any vacancy or vacancies among the 
Trustees, or for the purpose of discussing 
with the owners any matter or matters 
which in the opinion of the Trustees 
should be brought up at a general meet- 
ing. 

At least fifteen days’ notice of every 
general meeting shall be given by the 
Trustees by a notice published in a news- 
paper circulating in the district setting 
out the date, time, and place of holding 
the meeting. 

The secretary shall enter in a book pro- 
vided by the Trustees for this purpose 
minutes of all matters brought before the 
meeting and the action taken thereon. 


(c) 
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At any general meeting every person shall 
be qualified to vote who is a Canadian 
citizen and is twenty-one years old or 
older and is an owner of land in the im- 
provement district, or the authorized 
agent of any board or corporation that is 
an owner of such land, or the legal repre- 
sentative of any owner of such land who 
has died, become insolvent or insane, and 
is entitled to be registered as a voter un- 
der the “Provincial Elections Act.” Every 
person qualified as aforesaid to vote shall 
be qualified to be a candidate for the 
office of Trustee of the improvement dis- 
trict. In the event of the right of any 
person to vote at any general meeting 
being challenged, the chairman shall have 
authority to determine whether or not 
such person is entitled to vote, and the 
chairman may require such person to 
make and file with him a statutory decla- 
ration showing that the declarant is 
qualified as aforesaid to vote at such 
general meeting. Forthwith after the 
holding of a general meeting the Trustees 
shall file with the Comptroller of Water 
Rights a true copy of the minutes of such 
meeting and copies of all auditor’s reports 
and financial statements presented or dis- 
cussed at the meeting. 


8. The Trustees of the improvement 
district shall:— 

(a) Appoint annually as auditor of the 
improvement district a member of 
the Institute of Chartered Account- 
ants of British Columbia or of the 
Certified General Accountants’ As- 
sociation of British Columbia and 
fix his remuneration, which shall 
be paid from the funds of the im- 
provement district: 

(b) Fix the remuneration to be paid to 
the Trustees from the funds of the 
improvement district, such remu- 
neration to be based on the actual 
expenses incurred by each Trustee 
in attending meetings and generally 
performing his duties as Trustee: 
At the first meeting of the Trustees 
in each year, appoint one of their 
number to be Chairman until his 
term of office as Trustee expires, 
and should the Chairman be absent 
from any meeting, the Trustees 
present shall appoint a temporary 
Chairman to preside at that meet- 
ing: 

(d) Cause to be kept books containing 
particular and accurate records of 
all receipts and expenditures of the 
funds of the improvement district.

Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application re- 
fers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at lesst eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 


Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 


101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done.
